As a result of our discussion* 
ws have reached agreement on the terms for peece in Vietnam 
and we have declared that we are not at war.' - 

Two concrete documents have emerged from lour discussions wil* 
Vietnamese students. The first is a peece declaration by tho . 
National Union of Students in South Vietnem outlining the ■ 
points that are necessary for pesos in South-Vietnam. This 
document was nearly confiscated in Vientiane. Laos, when 
secret police entered Doug Hoatetter's hotel room end searcher/ 
ell of his belongings, photographing all documents end pietursa 
The >*eece declaration was removed before the police arrived ' 
end was consequently saved from confiscation. 

The second document is a joint declaration of peece end 
solidarity, which was signed by ell members of the American 
student selegation, representatives of the Vietnamese national 
Union of Students from North Vietnam, end the Liberation Student 
mtnn fr-rm Sm.th: ___1_1_!__ 
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releesed until e national youth conference the rirst weekend 
in February. we would like to announce now that ell parties •- - 
agreed the the most beslo preconditions for peace are a •* 
commitment to the complete withdrawal of ell U.S. forces, end. 
withdrawal of support from the illsg-itixiata Thieu-Ky- Shlea ?• *. 
regime. These conditions must be net before peace, independence*, 
self-determination., and aoverign neutrality can be restored t*/ 
the people of South Vietnam. .

(He here note that one of 
the original student delegates who was denied a visa was a Kent 
State student*: David Chiles* he is also a Vietnam veteran. He - 
was permitted by the Saigon regime to enter South Vietnam and 
wage war but'was not allowed to onter • dth a "pence” delegation.
